REYNAUD 
SCORES A. 
TRIUMPH 


Paris, To-day. 
The secret session of the 
Senate which began on Tues- 
-day ended yesterday. 


The session proved a great personal. 
triumph for the Premier, M. Paul 
Reynaud, who spoke for an hour at 
the end of the debate reviewing the 
entire military, political and diploma- 
tic situation. . : 

No vote was taken as the object 
of the debate was only to hear re- 
ports from the army, navy and ain 
commissions of the Senate, but the 
prolonged applause from all sides of 
the House at the end of the Premier's 
- speech indicated’ the Senators’ senti- 

ments. : 

; A storm of applause greeted an 
emphatic declaration by M. Rey- 
naud that the Government intend- 
ed to pursue its efforts to win the 
war in the closest co-operation With 
Parilament. 
According to all signs, the develop- 
ment of the war situation and the 
Government’s handling of it have 
enormously strengthened Mr. Rey-
